Infectious  Diseases.  During  the  year  1909,  62  cases 
of  Infectious  disease  have  been  notified,  of  which  number  53 
have  been  removed  for  treatment  to  the  Joint  Isolation 
Hospital,  at  Bury,  the  remainder  (9)  being  treated  at  their 
own  homes,  in  each  of  the  latter  cases  the  isolation  was 
satisfactory,  and  no  subsequent  cases  were  traceable  as  having 
arisen  from  them.  In  the  53  cases  notified  as  fit  for  removal 
to  the  hospital,  transport  of  the  great  majority  took  place 
within  a  few  hours  of  their  notification.  The  premises  from 
which  each  case  of  Infectious  disease  was  removed  were 
immediately  disinfedled  by  Sulphurous  Acid  Gas,  and  the 
walls,  etc.,  sprayed  with  Formalin,  and  the  sanitary  offices 
emptied  and  cleaned  under  the  direction  of  the  Sanitary 
Inspector.  The  rooms  vacated  by  patients  who  had  suffered 
from  Infectious  disease,  and  treated  at  home,  were  also  dealt 
with  in  the  same  manner.  In  all  cases  periods  of  quarantine, 
varying  with  the  nature  of  the  Infedfion,  were  insisted  upon.

In  connedlion  with  the  prevention  of  the  spread  of 
Infection,  I  have  visited  the  several  schools  in  the  district 
periodically,  and  have  excluded  children  believed  to  have 
been  in  contact  with  cases  of  Infectious  disease. 

The  Schools  in  the  Wards  principally  affecfted  have  been 
fumigated,  and  afterwards  cleaned,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Sanitary  Inspector,  and  a  report  made  to  the  Education 
Authority  on  Sanitary  defects  found,  with  recommendations 
as  to  their  abatement.

History  of  the  outbreak  of  Scarlet  Fever. 

A  case  of  Scarlet  Fever  was  notified  in  Walshaw  Ward 
as  early  as  February,  this  case  was  removed  to  the  hospital, 
and  the  house  of  the  patient  disinfecTed  ;  the  school  which 
the  child  attended  was  visited,  and  directions  as  to  quarantine 
of  children  suspe(51ed  of  having  been  in  contact  with  the  case 
given,  A  few  cases  were  then  notified  in  Greenmount, 
Walshaw,  and  Chapel  Wards,  (March,  April,  May,  June, 
July),  but  the  cases  did  not  occur  freely  until  the  month  of 
August,  (16th),  when  another  case  was  notified  in  Church 
Ward,  and  a  few  days  later  (19th),  the  disease  made  its  re¬ 
appearance  in  Greenmount,  two  cases  being  discovered 
desquamating,  not  isolated,  nor  under  proper  control,  in 
September  (15th),  another  case,  also  in  Greenmount  Ward, 
was  discovered  in  the  desquamative  stage,  and  also  wander¬ 
ing  about.  I  attribute  the  spread  of  the  disease  to  the  facts 


that  the  type  of  the  disease  was  of  a  very  mild  characSter, 
(the  true  nature  of  the  disease  being  in  consequence  over, 
looked),  and  to  the  children  so  affected  being  allowed  to 
attend  school,  thereby  communicating  the  infection  to  healthy 
children.  The  schools  attended  by  children  from  the  Wards, 
viz.,  the  Tottington  Church  and  Greenmount  Schools  were 
fumigated  and  cleaned,  and  subsequently  closed  on  account 
of  the  spread  of  the  disease. 

One  case  of  the  disease  was  notified  from  a  farm,  I  visited 
this,  and  gave  diredfions  as  to  the  storage  of  milk  ;  the  patient 
was  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  and  the  premises 
thoroughly  disinfedfed.  No  further  case  was  traceable  as 
arising  from  this  one. 

In  November  and  December  a  few  cases  of  the  disease 
made  their  appearance  in  Walsha’u^,  Chapel,  and  Church 
Wards,  but  the  disease  did  not  assume  epidemic  proportions. 

Chicken  Pox.  A  few  cases  of  this  disease  have  been 
discovered  in  all  the  wards  of  the  district,  but  the  trouble  has 
not  been  general,  and  has  been  dealt  with  by  excluding  those 
affected  from  attendance  at  School. 

Measles.  This  affection  made  its  appearance  in  the 
latter  end  of  January,  chiefly  in  Walshaw  and  Chapel  Wards, 
and  in  consequence  of  the  rapid  spread  of  the  disease,  and  the 
complicated  nature  of  the  cases,  together  with  the  steadily 
diminishing  attendances  at  School,  it  was  considered  advi¬ 
sable  to  close  the  Walshaw  Church  Schools,  and  the 
Tottington  Wesleyan  School  for  a  period  of  four  weeks. 
This  matter  was  reported  to  the  Local  Government  Board 
and  County  Council.  The  Schools  were  in  each  case  fumi¬ 
gated  and  cleaned  before  the  re-assembly. 

Diphtheria  and  Membranous  Croup.  No  cases. 

Small  Pox.  No  cases. 
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Enteric  Fever.  Two  cases  of  this  disease  have  been 
notified  during  the  year,  one  in  Church  Ward,  and  one  in 
Walshaw  Ward.  Both  were  removed  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital,  there  were  no  deaths. 

Both  of  these  cases  are  attributable,  in  my  opinion,  to 
defective  sanitary  arrangements.  In  both  cases  the  sanitary 
offices  consisted  of  an  arrangement  of  the  privy  midden  type, 
little  better  than  cesspools,  and  complaints  were  made  by  the 
people  of  smells  from  them.  In  one  case  the  house  drains 
were  blocked.  The  owners  of  the  premises  were  served  with 
notices  to  abate  the  nuisance,  and  the  work  has  been  carried 
out.  In  neither  case  could  the  disease  be  traced  to  polluted 
milk  or  water  supply. 

Bakehouses.  (7).  These  have  been  well  conducted  and 
kept  in  a  clean  condition.  No  sanitary  defects  have  been 
notified. 

Slaugfhter  Houses.  (5).  These  premises  have  been 
visited  periodically,  and  no  nuisances  likely  to  arise  in 
connexion  with  the  operations  carried  on  have  been 
discovered.  The  slaughter  of  animals  has,  so  far  as  we  can 
ascertain,  been  carried  out  in  a  humane  manner,  and  a  cleanly 
condition  of  the  premises  has  been  throughout  maintained. 

Houses  of  the  Working  Classes.  Twenty-seven  ^ 
houses  have  been  erecffed  during  the  last  12  months,  viz.  : 
19  in  Walshaw  Ward,  2  in  Chapel  Ward,  2  in  Hawkshaw 
Ward,  and  4  in  Church  Ward. 

In  all  these  erections  endeavours  have  been  made  to 
induce  the  owners  to  adopt  the  water  carriage  system,  instead 
of  the  old  type  of  midden,  and  with  a  fair  amount  of  success, 
in  24  cases  this  is  being  done.  More  care  has  been  taken  to 
ensure  that  dry  refuse  is  kept  in  tiiat  condition. 


No  further  case  of  over-crowding  has  come  under  iri}^ 
notice  this  year,  nor  are  there  any  registered  lodging  houses 
in  the  district. 

Zymotic  Diseases.  Three  deaths  have  been  registered 
as  being  due  to  this  cause.  The  death  rate  under  this 
heading  is  *42  per  thousand.

rainage  and  Sewerage. 

Extensions  of  the  sewerage 

system  of  the  distri(5f  have  been  carried  out  during  the  year, 
in  the  Walshaw  portion  of  the  district,  thereby  rendering  the 
adoption  of  the  water  carriage  system  feasible  for  new 
dwellings  which  have  been  erected  in  that  district.  The 
sewers  in  other  parts  of  the  district  have  been  re-laid  and 
improved,  and  nuisances  arising  in  connection  with  house 
drainage  defects  will  now  be  able  to  be  dealt  with. 

The  condition  and  working  of  the  Sewers  continues 
satisfactory.  The  sewage  is  treated  at  the  sewage  works  by 
settlement  in  tanks,  precipitation,  and  land  filtration.  The 
reports  of  the  Mersey  and  Irwell  Board  on  the  condition  of  the 
effluents  at  the  works  continues  to  be,  on  th.e  whole, 
satisfactor3u

Scavenging.  Tliis  has  been  satisfactorily  carried  out 
during  the  year  by  the  contractors,  very  few  complaints 
having  been  received,  and  on  the  whole,  the  work  has  been 
well  done. 

Cowsheds  and  Dairies.  The  condition  of  these 
remains  fairly  satisfactory,  one  or  two  farm  premises  require 
alteration,  or  re-construction,  and  in  these  cases  the  attention 
of  the  owners  has  been  drawn  to  their  condition,  and  satis¬ 
factory  assurances  as  to  their  willingness  to  comply  with  the 
recommendations  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  have  been  obtained. 

One  case  of  infedtious  disease  has  been  notified  as  having 
occurred  on  farm  premises,  and  in  this  case  immediate  steps 
were  taken  to  prevent  the  possible  spread  of  the  infection 
through  the  agency  of  the  milk  supplied  from  the  farm. 

The  average  air  space  in  the  cowsheds  of  the  district  is 
about  600  cubic  feet  per  head  of  cattle.  No  complaints  as  to 
the  quality  of  the  water  supply  to  farms  have  been  received, 
nor  have  any  serious  sanitary  defects  come  under  observation. 

Water  Supply.  The  district  is  supplied  with  water  by 
the  Bury  and  District  Joint  Water  Board.  The  quality  of 
the  water  supplied  has  been  satisfactory.  The  only  com¬ 
plaints  noted  being  those  originating  from  the  intermittenc}^ 
in  the  supply  of  water  to  the  Hawkshaw  portion  of  the 
district,  but  as  compared  with  previous  years  the  number  of  * 

complaints  is  less. 

Factory  and  Workshops.  I  have  visited  the  factories 
and  workshops  during  the  year. 

Two  offthe'^  visits  were  made  with  the  Sanitary  InspecTor, 
in  consequence  of  notifications  from  the  Factory  Inspector, 
as  to  the  want  of  additional  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire, 
and  of  insufficient  sanitary  accommodation.  In  both  these 
cases'^our  recommendations  were  carried  out. 

%hi 
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The  sanitary  conveniences  connected  with  the  different 
works  have  been  maintained  in  good  structural  condition, 
and  have  been  regularly  cleaned,  and  periodically  emptied  by 
the  contractors,  no  complaints  have  been  received,  or  serious 
nuisance  reported  in  connection  with  this  part  of  the 
Contractor’s  work. 

The  ventilation  and  amount  of  air  space  in  the  works  is 
practically  that  obtaining  in  previous  years,  and  is  considerec^ 
fairly  satisfactory. 

The  works  existing  in  the  district,  and  in  operation  at 
the  present  time  consist  of  Weaving  6  sheds ;  Calico  Printing 
with  dyeing  and  engraving,  1  ;  Cloth  Bleaching  2,  Cotton 
Waste  Bleaching  1,  and  a  steam  Laundry, 

Workshops :  Tin  and  Coppersmith  1,  Blacksmith  1, 
Plumbers  2,  Joiners  4,  Wheelwright  1,  Cabinet  making  1, 
Iron  Founder  1. 

Workplaces  :  Bakehouses  7,  Dressmaking  3. 

The  average  number  of  persons  employed  in  the  different 
works  is  about  the  same  as  that  given  in  previous  reports. 

The  tables  of  statistics  relating  to  Mortality,  Births,  and 
Infectious  diseases  for  the  year  1909,  are  appended  together 
with  those  of  previous  years. 

I  have  also  much  pleasure  in  including  the  report  of 
Mr.  L.  Kenyon,  Sanitary  Inspector,  which  shews  very  many 
visits,  and  much  work.
